He concluded with moving for a 
Year's Aſſeſſment, at 70, ooo l. a Month, to do it 
all with Credit: For the City, he ſaid, was too 
backward in lending Money, though they had got 
more ſince the King came in, than in ſome Vears 
before.

King was, in all his Time, more careful to have

© thereafter, than l. 

< I conclude then this Point fouching the Power 
< of Kings, with this Axiom of Divinity, That as to 
« difpute what God may do, is Blaſphemy ; but guid 
© vuit Deus, that Divines may lawfully, and do or- 
* dinarily, diſpute and diſcuſs; for to diſpute a poſſe ad 
N, is both againſt Logic and Divinity: So is 
t it Sedition in Subjects to — what a King may 
< do in the Height of his Power ; but juſt Kings will 
<ever be willing to declare what they will do, if 
© they will not incur the Curſe of God. I will not 
© be content that my Power be diſputed upon; but I 


4 ſhall ever be willing to make the Reaſon appear of 


c all my Doings, and rule my Actions ac cording to 
© my Laws. 

The other Branch of this Incident is concerning 
© the Common Law, being conceived by ſome that 
] contemned it, and preferred the Civil Law there- 
< unto. As I have already ſaid, Kings Actions, even 


© in the ſecreteſt Places, are as the Actions of thoſe 


© that are ſet upon the Stages, or on the Tops of 
© Houſes: And I hope never to ſpeak that in

it is true, that within theſe few Days I ſpoke freely 
© my Mind touching the Common Law in my Privy 
Chamber, at the Time of my Dinner, which is 
come to all your Ears; and the ſame was likewiſe 
related unto you by my Treaſurer : And now I 
« will again repeat and confirm the ſame myſelf unto 
you: Firſt, as a King, I have leaſt Cauſe of any 
K + 0 to diſlike the Common Law; for no Law 
© can be more favourable and advantageous for a 
© King, and extendeth further his Prerogative than it 
© doth. And for a King of England to deſpiſe the 
Common Law, it is to negle& his own Crown. It 


is true, that do greatly eſteem the Civil Law, the 


© Profeſſion thereof ſerving more for general Learn- 
© ing, and being moſt neceſſary for Matters of Treaty 
«with all foreign Nations; and I think that if it 
© ſhould be taken away, it would make an Entry to 
© Barbariſm in this Kingdom, and would blemiſh the 
© Honour of England : For it is in a Manner Lex 
© Gentium, and maintaineth Intercourſe with all fo- 
* reign Nations. But Tonly allow it to have Courſe 
© here, according to thoſe Limits of Juriſdiction, 
* which the Common Law itſelf doth allow it. And 
© therefore, tho? it be not fit for the general Govern- 
© ment of the People here, it doth not follow it 
© ſhould be extinct, no more than becauſe, the Latin 
Tongue is not the Mother or Radical Language of 
© any Nation in the World at this Time, that there- 


© fore the Engliſh Tongue ſhould only now be 


© learned in this 17 5 ; which were to bring in 
Barbariſm. My 


* only that it ſhould not be extinguiſhed, and yet ſo 
* bounded, (I mean to ſuch Courts and Cauſes) as 
have been in antient Uſe; as the Eccleſiaſtical 


© Courts, Court of Admiralty, Court of Requeſts, 


© and ſuch like; reſerving ever to the Common Law 
to meddle with the Fundamental, Laws of this 
Kingdom, either concerning the King's Preroga- 
* tive, or the Poſſeſſions of Subjects, in any Que- 
* ſtions, either between the King, and any of them, 
mr ˙ ( or 


Barba eaning there fore is not to pre- 
© fer the Civil Law before the Common Law, but 
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© tuum. For it is true, that there is no Kingdom 
© in the World, not only Scotland, but not France, 
nor Spain, nor any other Kingdom governed mere- 
© Iy by the Civil Law; but every one of them hath 
< their own Municipal Laws agreeable to their Cuſ- 
© toms, as this Kingdom hath the Common Law. 
« Nay, I am fo far from diſallowing the Common 
Law, as I proteſt that, if it were in my Hand to 
© chuſe a new Law for this Kingdom, I would not 
only prefer it before any other National Law, but 
© even before the very Judicial Law of Moſes. And 
« yet I ſpeak no Blaſphemy in preferring it for Con- 
© veniency to this Kingdom, and, at this Time, to 
the very Law of God: For God governed his ſe- 
© Ieed People by theſe three Laws, Ceremonial, 
Moral, and Judicial. The Judicial being only fit 
© for a certain People and a certain Time, which 
© could not ſerve for the general of all other People 
and Times. As for Example, If the Law of 
Hanging for Theft was turned here to Reſtitution 
« of Treble or Quadruple, as it was in the Law of 
* Moſes, what would become of all the middle Shires, 
© and all the Iriſb and Highlanders? But the main 
Point is, That if the Fundamental Laws of any 
Kingdom ſhould be altered, who ſhould diſcern 


. © what is meum & tuun, or how ſhould a King go- 


« vern? It would be like the Gregorian Calendar, 
© which deſtroys the old; and yet doth this new- 
trouble all the Debts and Accounts of Trafficks 
© and Merchandizes. Nay, by that Account, I can 
never tell mine own Age; for now is my Birth-day 
removed, by the Space of ten Days, nearer me 
© than it was before the Change. But upon the other 
© Part, tho? I have in one Point preferred our Com- 
mon Law, concerning our Uſe, to the very Law 
© of God; yet, in another Reſpe&, I muſt ſay, both 
© our Law, and all Laws elſe, are far inferior to that 
< Judicial Law of God: For no Book nor Law is 
perfect, nor free from Corruption, except only the 
© Book and Law of God. And therefore I could 
< wiſh ſome three Things ſpecially to be purged ar. 
| | clear 
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© cleared in the Common Law; but always by the At. 7 James I. 


Advice of Parliament: For the King with his Par- 
< liament here are abſolute, as I underſtand, in mak- 
© ing or forming of any Sort of Laws. 

« Firft, I could with it were written in our vulgar 
Language; for now it is in an old, mixt, and cor- 
« rupt Language, only underſtood by Lawyers: 
£ Whereas every Subject ought to underſtand the 
Law under which he lives; for ſince it is our Plea 
© againſt the Papiſts, that the Language in God's 
© Service ought not to be in an unknown Tongue, 
according to the Rule in the Law of Moſes, That 
© the Law ſhould be written in the Fringes of the 
prieſt's Garment, and ſhould be publicly read in 
the Ears of all the People; ſo methinks ought our 
Law to be made as plain as can be to the People, 
© that the Excuſe of Ignorance may be taken from 
© them, for conforming themſelves thereunto. 

Next, Our Common Law hath not a ſettled 
© Text in all Caſes, being chiefly grounded either 
upon old Cuſtoms, or elſe upon the Reports and 
* Caſes of Judges, which ye call Reſponſa Prudentum. 
© The like whereof is in all other Laws, for they are 
much ruled by Precedents, ſave only in Denmark 
and Norway, where the Letter of the Law reſolves 
© all Doubts, without any Trouble to the Judge. 
© But tho? it be true, That no Text of Law can be fo 
(certain, wherein the Circumſtances will not make 
6a Variation in the Caſe; for in this Age Men's 


«Wits increaſe ſo much by Civility, that the Cir- 


© cumſtances of every particular Caſe varies fo much 
© from the general Text of Law, as in the Civil 
Law itſelf, there are therefore ſo many Doctors 
© that comment upon the Text, and never-a-one al- 
© moſt_agrees with another; otherwiſe there needed 
© no Judges, but the bare Letter of the Law. Yet could 
© I wiſh that ſome more Certainty were ſet down in 


this Caſe by Parliament; for ſince the very Re- 


* ports themſelves are not always ſo binding but 


that divers Times Judges do diſclaim them, and 


recede from the Judgment of their Predeceſſors, it 
* were good that, upon a mature Deliberation, the 
ele? 3 By « Expo- 
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1. Expoſition of the Law were ſet down by Act of 


Parliament, and ſuch Reports therein confirmed, 
© as were thought fit to ſerve for Law in all Times 
© hereafter ; and ſo the People ſhould not depend up- 
© on the bare Opinions of Judges, and uncertain 
© Reports. | | 

And, laſly, There be in the Common La di- 
« vers contrary Reports and Precedents; and this 
Corruption doth likewiſe concern the Statutes and 
Acts of Parliament, in reſpect there are divers cros 
and cuffing Statutes, and ſome ſo penned, as they 
© may be taken in divers, yea contrary, Senſes, 


s And therefore would I wiſh both thoſe Statutes and 


© Reports, as well in the Parliament as Common 
Law, to be once maturely reviewed and reconci- 
led; and that not only all Contrarieties ſhould be 
© ſcraped out of our Books, but even that ſuch penal 
© Statutes as were made but for the Uſe of the Time, 
* (from Breach whereof no Man can be free) 
* which do not now agree with the Condition of 
«© this our Time, might likewiſe be left out of out 
Books; which, under a tyrannous or avaritious 
« King, could not be endured. And this Reforma- 
< tion might, methinks, be made a worthy Work, 
< and weil deſerves a Parliament to be ſet of purpoſe 
« for it. | 

I know now, that being upon this Point of the 
Common Law, you look to hear my Opinion con- 
« cerning Prohibitions; and I am not ignorant that 
© have been thought to be an Enemy to all Prohibi- 


tions, and an utter Stayer of them: But I will ſhortly 


© now inform you what hath been my Courſe in pro- 
< ceeding therein. It is true, that, in reſpect of di- 
< yers honourable Courts and Juriſdictions planted 
© in this Kingdom, I have often wiſhed that every 
« Court had his own true Limit and Juriſdiction 
© clearly fet down, and certainly known; which if it 
< be exceeded by any of them, or that any of them 
© encroach one upon another, then I t that a 
© Probibition in that Caſe is to go out of the King's 
Bench, but chieflieſt out of the Chancery; for 
other Benches, I am not yet ſo well ty” of 

| © their 
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their Juriſdiction in that Point. And, for my Part, An. 7 James I 


was never againſt Prohibitions of this Nature, nor 
© the true Uſe of them; which is, indeed, to keep 
* every River within his own Banks and Channels. 
© But when I ſaw the Swelling and Overflowing of 


| © Prohibitions, in a far greater Abundance than ever 


© before, every Court ſtriving to bring in moſt Moul- 

« ter to their own Mill, by Multitudes of Cauſes, 

which is a Diſeaſe very natural to all Courts and 
Juriſdictions in the World. Then dealt I with 
this Cauſe, and that at two ſeveral Times, once in 
the Midſt of Winter, and again in the Midſt of 
© the next following Summer; at every of which 
Times I ſpent three whole Days in that Labour, 
and then, after a large Hearing, I told them, as 
© Chriſt ſaid concerning Marriage, ab Initio non fuit 
© fc + For as God contains the Sea within his own 
© Bounds and Marches, (as it is in the P/aims) ſo it 
© is my Office to make every Court contain himſelf 
© within his own Limits; and therefore I gave Ad- 
© monitions to both Sides: To the other Courts, 
that they ſhould be careful hereafter every of them 
© to contain themſelves within the Bounds of their 
con Juriſdictions; and to the Courts of Common 
Law, that they ſhould not be ſo forward and pro- 
© digal in multiplying their Prohibitions. Two Cau- 
© tions I willed them to obſerve, in granting their 
* Prohibitions : Firſt, That they ſhould be granted 
in a right and lawful Form; and next, That they 
© ſhould not grant them but upon a juſt and reaſon- 
© able Cauſe. As to the Form, it was, That none 
© ſhould be granted by any one particular Judge, or 
fin Time of Vacation, or in any other Place, but 
© openly in Court. And to this the Judges themſelves 
; fave their willing Aſſent: And as to the Cauſe, 
© That they ſhould not be granted upon every flight 
© Surmiſe, or Information of the Party; but always 
© that a due and grave Examination ſhould firſt pre- 
© cede ; teria" 4 if Prohibitions ſhould raſhly and 
© headily be granted, then no Man is the more ſe- 
*cure of his own, though he hath gotten a Sentence 


* with him; for as good have no Law, or Sentence, 


. * as 
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with much Labour and Expence, having exhauſted 
© his poor Means, and being forced to forbear his 
Study, and to become non-rcfident from his Flock, 
d obtains a Sentence; and then, when he looks to en- 
joy the Fruits thereof, he is defrauded of all by a 
Prohibition, according to the Parable of Chriſt, 
© That Night, when he thinks himſelf moſt happy, Gal 
© his Soul be taken from him. And ſo is he tortured 
© like Taxtalus ; who, when he hath the Apple at his 
© Mouth, and that he is gaping and opening his 
Mouth to receive it, then muſt it be pulled from 
© him by a Prohibition, and he not ſuffered to taſte 
© thereof. So as, to conclude this Point, I put a 
Difference between the true Uſe of Prohibitions, 


Land the ſuperabounding Abuſe thereof; for as a 
© Thing, which is good, ought not therefore to be 


« abuſed ; ſo ought not the lawful Uſe of a good 
< Thing be forborne, becauſe of the Abuſe 3 
c Now, che ſecond general Ground whereof I am 


sto ſpeak, concerns the Matter of Grievances: 


Thete are two ſpecial Cauſes of the People's pre- 
« ſenting Grievances to their King in Time of Par- 
« liament: Firſi, For that the King cannot at other 
Times be ſo well informed of all the Grievances of 


bis People as in Time of Parliament, which is the 


* Repreſentative Body of the whole Realm. Second. 


- hz, The Parliament is the higheſt Court of Juſtice, 
© and therefore the fitteſt Place where divers Na- 


© tures of Grievances may have their proper Reme- 
dy, by the Eſtabliſhment of good and wholeſome 
Laws. But though my Speech was before direct- 
© ed to the whole Body of Parliament, yet, in this 
« Cafe, I muſt addreſs my Speech! in ſpecial to you of 
© the Lower Houſe, © 


© I am now then to recommend unto our Con- 


c ſiderations the Matter and Manner of your hand- 


ling and pteſenting of Grievances, As for the 


Manner; tho' I will not deny but that ye, repre- 


« ſenting the Body of the People, may, as it were, 
© both opportune and inopportune; I mean either in 
Parliament as a Body, or out of Parliament as pri- 
: vate 
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vate Men, preſent your Grievances unto me; yet An. 7 James I 


would I have you to uſe this Caution in your Be- 
« haviour in this Point, which is, that your Griev- 
6 ances be not, as it were, greedily ſought out by 
you, or taken up in the Streets, (as one ſaid) there- 
by to ſlew a Willingneſs that you would have a 
© Shew made, that there are many Abuſes in the 
Government, and many Cauſes of Complaint; but 
that, according to your firſt Inſtitution, ye ſhould 
« only meddle with ſuch Grievances, as yourſelves 
© do know had Need of Reformation, or had Infor- 
© mations thereof in your Countries for which you 
«© ſerve, and not ſo to multiply them as might make 
© it noiſed among the People, that all Things in 
© the Government were amiſs and out of Frame : 
For, eyen at the Beginning of this very Seſſion of 
© Parliament, the general Name of Grievances being 
© mentioned among you, ſuch a Conceit came in the 
© Heads of many, that you had a Deſire to multiply 
* and make a great Muſter of them, as every one ex- 
© hibited what his particular Spleen ſtirred him unto. 
© Indeed there fell out an Accident upon this Occa- 
© fion, for which I have Reaſon to thank you of the 
Lower Houſe, I mean for your Fire-Work, where- 
fin I confeſs you did Honour to me, and Right to 
* yourſelves : For having one Afternoon found many 
« Grievances cloſely preſented in Papers, and ſo all 
* thruſt up in a Sack together (rather like Paſquils 
than any lawful Complaints) far againſt your own 
Orders, and divers of them proceeding from grudg- 
ing and murmering Spirits; you, upon the hear- 
© ing, read two or three pf the firſt Lines of divers 
© of them, were not content with a public Conſent 
*to condemn them, and to diſcharge any further 
5 reading of them, but you alſo made a public Bon- 
© fire of them: In this, I ſay, you ſhewed your Care 
* and Jealouſy of my Honour, and I ſent you Thanks 
for it by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, a Mem- 
ber of your own Houſe ; who, by your Appoint- 
ment, that ſame Night acquainted me with your 
Proceedings; and, by him alſo, I promiſed at that 
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the ſame at the firſt Occaſion; and now 1 tell you 
it myſelf, that you may know how kindly | take 
£ your dutiful Behaviour in this Caſe : But ſince this 
Was a good Effect of an evil Cauſe, I muſt not omit 
© alſo to admoniſh you upon the other Part, to take 
© a Courſe amongſt yourſelves, to prevent the like 
© Accident in all Times hereafter, otherwiſe the 
Lower Houſe may become a Place for Paſquils ; 
© and, at another Time, ſuch Grievances may be 
© caſt in amongſt you, as may contain Treaſon or 
« Scandal againſt me, or my Poſterity : Therefore, 
© in this Caſe, look over your antient Orders, and fol- 
© low them, and ſuffer: nat hereafter any Petitions or 
« Grievances to be delivered obſcurely, or in the 
Dark; but openly and avowedly im your public 
© Houſe, and there to be preſented to the Speaker. 
And as to the Matter of your Grievances, I wiſh 
© your here now to underſtand me rightly : And be- 
© cauſe | ſee many writing and noting,” I will crave 
your Pardons to hold you a little longer, by ſpeak- 
ing the more diſtinctly, for fear of miſtaking. 
« Firft, then, Fam notto find Fault that you inform 
© yourſelves of the particular juſt Grievances of the 
« People ; nay, I muſt tell you, ye can neither be 
juſt nor faithful to me, or to your Countries that 
© truſt and employ you; if you do it not; for true 
Plaints proceed not from the Perſons employed, but 
© from tbe Body repreſented, which is the People. 
And it may very well be; that many Directions and 
* Commiſſions juſtly. given forth by me, may be abu- 
*ſed in the Execution thereof upon the People; 
and yet I never to receive Information, except it 
Comes by your Means, at ſuch a Time as this is, a 
in the Caſe of Stephen Profiler. But I would wiſh

©] had. not more than Cauſe, you may be ſure I 
would be loath to trouble you; but what he hath 
* affirmed in this, upon the Honour of a Gentleman, 
(whom you never had Cauſe to diftruſt for his Ho- 
© neſty) that I do now confirm and avow to be true 
* on the Word and Honour of a King; and therein 
you are bound to believe me. Duty I may juſtly 
* claim of you as my Subjects; and one of the 
© Branches of Duty, which Subjects owe to their 
Sovereign, is Supply; But in what Quantity, and

] and the Conntry will have Cauſe to blame you. 
Whey | think upon the Compoſition of this 
Body of Parliament, I do well conſider that the 
Upper Houſe is compoſed of the Secular Nobility, 
© who are hereditary Lords of Parliament; and of 
« Biſhops, that are Live-renter Barons of the ſame : 
© And therefore, what is given by the Upper Houſe, 
is given only from the true Body of that Houſe, and 
© out of their on Purſes that do give it; whereas 
© the Lower Houſe is but the Repreſentative Body 
© of the Commons, and ſo what you give, you give 
< it as well for others as for yourſelves ; and there- 
© fore you have the more Reaſon to eſchew both the 
Extremes. On the one Part, you may the more 
v eaſily be liberal, ſince it comes not all from your- 
< ſelves ; and yet, upon the other Part, if ye give 
© more than is fit for and loving Subjects to 
< yield upon ſuch neceflary Occaſions, ye abuſe the 
King, and hurt the People. And ſuch a Gift J 
5 will never accept; for, in ſuch a Caſe, you might 
« deceive a King, in giving your flattering Conſent 
5 to that which you know might move the People 
generally to-grudge and murmur at it, and ſa 
© ſhould the King find himſelf deceived in his Cal- 
© cule, and the People likewiſe grieved in their 
Hearts; the Love and Poſſeſſion of which, I pro- 
< teſt, I did, and ever will, account the greateſt 
© earthly Security {next the Favour of God) to any 
| « wiſe or juſt King. For tho” it was vainly faid by 
| © one of your Houſe, That ye had need to beware, 

| « that by giving me too much, your Throats were

| | yet may ye affure yourſelves, that I will ever be

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people, and make you juſtly to bear the Blame 
© thereof. But that ye may the better be acquainted 
« with my Inclination, I will appeal to a Number of

Supply, they found me more defirous to obtain that

Privy Counſellor, or any of my learned Counſel,

«King that will rule and govern juftly, muſt have 


© Regard to Conſcience, Honour, and Judgment, 
© in all his great Actions, as yourſelf, Mr. Speaker, 
remembered the other Day. And therefore ye 
© may affure yourſelves, that I ever limit all my 
great Actions within that Compaſs. But as, 
© upon the one Side, I do not deſire you fhould yield 
© to that Extreme, in giving me more than, as I ſaid 
formerly, upon ſuch neceſſary Occaſions, are fit 
for good and loving Subjects to yield; for that 
© were to give me a Purſe with a Knife: So, on the 
other Side, I hope you will not make vain Preten- 
© ces of Wants, out of cauſeleſs Apprehenſions, or 


© idle Excuſes, neither cloak your own Humours, | 


hen yourſelves are unwilling, by alledging the 


© Poverty of the People. For although I will be no 


© leſs juſt, as a King, to ſuch” Perſons, than any 


©. other, for my Juſtice, with God's Grace, ſha 1 


© be alike open to all; yet, ye muſt think, I 


Errand ſhall come in my Way, And yet no Man

have no Reaſon to thank them, or gratify them | 
with any Suits or Matters of Grace, when their 
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« fuſing me a Subſidy, if he did it in a moderate 
Faſhion, and with good Reaſons. For him that 
< denies a good Law I will not ſpare to quarrel ; but 
< for granting or denying Money, it is but an Effect 
© of Love: And therefore, for the Point of my Ne- 
< ceſlities, I only defire that I be not refuſed in that 


which of Duty I ought to have. For I know, if 


< it were propounded in the general amongſt you, 
© whether the King's Wants ought to be relieved or 
© not? there is not one of you that would make 
© Queſtion of it. And tho', in a Sort, this may ſeem 
© to be my Particular, yet it cannot be divided from 
the general Good of the Commonwealth; for the 
< King, that is Parens Patrie, tells you of his 
< Wants. Nay, Patria ipſa by him ſpeaks unto you. 
< For if the King wants, the Oaks wants, and there- 
© fore the ſtrengthening of the King is the Preſerva- 
© tion and the Standing of the State: And woe be to 
© him that divides the Weal of the King from the 
© Weal of the Kingdom. And as that King is mi- 
© ſerable, how rich ſoever he be, that reigns over a 
© poor People, for the Hearts and Riches of the 
«© People are the King's greateſt Treaſure z ſo is that 
< Kingdom not able to ſubſiſt, how rich and potent 
c ſoever the People be, if their King wants Means 
© to maintain his State; for the Means of your King 
© are the Sinews of the Kingdom, both in War and 
Peace: For in Peace I muſt miniſter Juſtice unto 
< you, and in War I muſt defend you by Arms; but 
c neither of theſe can I do without ſufficient Means, 
* which muſt come from your Aid and Supply. I 
© confeſs it is far againſt my Nature to be burden- 
< ſome to my People; for it cannot but grieve me to 
© crave of others, that was born to be begged of,. It 
< is true, I crave more than ever King of England 
« did ; but I have far greater and juſter Cauſe and 
© Reaſon to crave than ever King of England had. 
c. And though my Treaſurer hath, at length deęlared 


© the Reaſons unto you of my Neceſſities, and of a 


© large Supply that he, craved for the fame, where- 


in he omitted no Arguments that can be uſed for 


that 
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© that Purpoſe ; yet will I myſelf now ſhortly re- An. 2 I. 
member you of ſome of the weightieſt Reaſons that. 02. 
come in my Head, to prove the Equity of my De- March 
c mand, 
& Firſt, Ye all know that, by the Acceſſion of 
© more Crowns, which in my Perſon I have brought 
c unto you, my Charge muſt be the greater in all 
Reaſon; for the greater your King be, both in his 
© Dominions and Number of Subjects, he cannot but 
be forced thereby to be at the more Charge, and 
& it is the more your Honour ſo to have it. m5 
Next, That Poſterity and Iſſue which it hat 
© pleaſed God to ſend me for your Uſe, cannot but 
« bring neceſſarily with it a greater Proportion of 
© Charge. You all know that the late Queen, of 
© famous Memory, notwithſtanding her Orbit, had 
© much given to her, and more than ever any of her 
6 Predeceſſors had before her. 
« Thirdly, The Time of Creation of my Son doth 
© now draw near, which I chuſe, for the greater Ho- 
© nour, to be done in this Time of Parliament. As

q * Fourthly, It is true, T have ſpent much; but yet 
£ lf Thad ſpared any of thoſe Things, which cauſed 

t * a great Part of my Expence, I ſhould have diſho- 
p © noured the Kingdom, myſelf, and the late Queen. 
5 * Should I have ſpared the Funeral of the late Queen, 
Y * or the Solemnity of mine and my Wife's Entry in- 
0 © to this Kingdom, in ſome honourable Sort? Or 
t | * ſhould I have ſpared our Entry into London, or our 
2 © Coronation? And when moſt of the Monarchs and 

I © ereat Princes in Chriſtendom ſent their Ambaſſa-. \ 
th dors to congratulate my coming hither, and ſome 
D of them came in Perſon, was I not bound, both for 
It my own Honour and the Honour of the Kingdom, 
id © to give them good Entertainment? But in caſe it 
d might be objected by ſome, that it is only upon 
d- © Occaſions of War that Kings obtain great Supplies 
d from their Subjects: Notwithſtanding my intern 
* Peace, I am yet in a kind of War, which, if it be 
* * without, the more is your Safety; for, as the Trea- 
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An. 7 James I. c ſurer told you at large, I am now forced, both in 


© reſpe of State and my Promiſe, and for the gene- 


March. ral Cauſe of Religion, to ſend a Supply of Forces 


© te Cleves; and how long that Occaſion may laſt, 
© or what greater Supply the Neceſſity of that Errand 
may draw me unto, no Man can yet tell. Beſides 
© that, altho' I have put down that Form of W arlike 
© keeping of Berwick, yet are all thoſe Commanders 
my Penſioners that were the late Queen's Soldiers. 
And I hope I ſuſtain a pretty Seminary of Soldiers 
< in my Forts within this Kingdom, belides the two 
< cautionary Towns in the Low Countries, Fluſhing 
© and Brill, And as for Ireland, ye all know how 
© uncertain my. Charges are ever there, that People 
© being ſo eaſily ſtirred, (partly thro* their Barbarity 
© and Want of Civility, and partly thro? their Corrup- 
© tion in Religion, to break forth in Rebellions. Ye 
© know .,how.unlook*d-for a Rebellion broke forth 
there the laſt Year, which could not but put me to 
© extraordinary Charges. Beſides, I do maintain 
© there continually an Army, which is a goodly Se- 
© minary of expert and old Soldiers; and I dare ne- 
© ver ſuffer,the ſame to be diminiſhed, till this Planta- 
c tion take Effect; which, no doubt, is the greateſt 
© Mote that eyer came in the Rebels Eyes. And it 
© is to be looked for, that if ever they will be able to 
© make any Stir, they will preſs at it by all Means, 
© for preventing and diſcouraging this Plantation. 
Now it is true that, beſides. all theſe honourable 
c and neceſſary Occaſions of my Charge, I have ſpent 
© much in Liberality : But yet, I hope you will con- 

© ſider, that what 1 haye given hath been given 

© amongſt you; and ſo what comes in from you, 
© goes out again amongſt you. But it may be thought 

© that I have given much among Scot/men : Indeed, 
if I had not been liberal in rewarding ſome of my 
© old Servants of that Nation, ye could never have 
© had Reaſon to expe& my Thankfulneſs towards 
© any of you that are more lately become my Sub- 

« jects, if 1 had been ingrate to the old: And yet, 


4 ye will find, that T1, have, dealt twice as much 
© amongſt Engliſhmen as I have dope to 9 1 
Sos > « An 
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© And, therefore, he that in your Houſe was not An. 7 James I. 


« aſhamed to affirm, that the Silver and Gold did ſo 
© abound in Edinburgh, was very far miſtaken ; but 
J wiſh him no worſe Puniſhment, than that he 
e ſhould only live on ſuch Profit of the Money there. 
But I hope you will never miſlike me for iny Libe- 
« rality, ſince I can look very few of you this Day in 
© the F ace, that have not made Suits to me, at leaſt 
« for ſomething, either of Honour or Profit. It is 
true, a King's Liberality muſt never be dried up 
c altogether; for then he can never maintain nor 
© oblige his Servants and well-deſerving Subjects: 
But that Vaſtneſs of my Expence is paſt, which 
© L uſed the firſt two or three Years after my coming 
© hither : And, as I often uſed to ſay, that Chrift- 
© mas and Opentide is ended: For, at my firſt coming 
here, partly Ignorance of this State (which no Man 


«can acquire but by Time and Experience) and 


© partly, the Form of my coming being ſo honour- 
© able and miraculous, enforced me to extend my 
Liberality ſo much the more at the Beginning. * 
© faw I made Knights then by Hundreds, and Barons 
© in great Numbers: But I hope you find I do not 
© ſonow, nor mind not to do ſo hereafter. For, to 
© conclude this Point, anent Expences, I hold that 
a King's Expence muſt always be honourable, 
© though not waſteful, and the Charges of your King 
in maintaining thoſe antient honourable Forms of 


c Livings that the former Kings of England, my Pre- 


© deceſlors, have done, and his Living to be ruled 
© according to the Proportion of his Greatneſs, is as 
© well for the Honour of your Kingdom, as of your 
© King. Now this cannot be ſupplied out of the Air 
| *or Liquid Elements, but muſt come from the Peo- 
© ple: And for removing of that Diffidence which 
Men may have, that I mind not to live in any 
© waſteful Sort hereafter, will you but look upon 
* myſelf and my Poſterity; and if there were no 
* more but that, it will teach you, that if I were but 
* a natural Man, I muſt needs be careful of my Ex- 
< pences: For, as to my own Perſon, I hope none 
that knows me well; can think me but as little ĩir- 
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Joe I. clined to any prodigal Humours of unneceffary 


© Things, as any other reaſonable Man of a far 
© meaner Eſtate. Therefore ſince, as I have ſaid, 
] cannot be helped but from the People; I aſſure 
© myſelf, that you will well allow me fuch Meaſure 
of Supply, as the People may bear, and ſupport him 
© with more honourable Means than others have had, 


2 that, as | may ſay withoutwaunting, hath brought 


£ you more Honour than ever you had: For I hope 
© there are no good Subjects either within, or out 
© of the Parliamegt Houſe, that would not be con- 
tent for ſetting ſtreight once, and ſettling the ho- 
© nourable State of their King, to ſpare fo much 
every one of them out of their Purſes, which, per- 
c adventure, they would in one Night throw away at 
Dice or Cards, or beſtow upon a Horſe for their Fan- 
© cies, that might break his Neck or his Leg the next 
Morning: Nay, I am ſure every good Subject would 
© rather chuſe to live more ſparingly upon his own, 
© than that his King's State ſhould be in Want. 
For Conclufion then of this Purpoſe ; I wifh you 
© now to put a ſpeedy End to your Buſineſs. Free- 
© neſs in giving graccth the Gift ; Bis dat, qui cito 
© dat; the longer I want Help, the greater will my 
© Debt ſtill riſe ; and ſo muſt I look for the greater 
Helps: And now I would pray you to turn your 
Eyes with me from home, and look upon foreign 
© States. Conſider that the Eyes of all foreign States 
care upon this Affair, and in Expectation what the 


£ Succeſs thereof will be; and, what can they think, 


© if ye depart without relieving me in that Propor- 
© tion that may make me able to maintain my State, 
© but that either ye are unwilling to help me, think- 
© ing me unworthy thereof, or at leaſt, that my State 
© is ſo deſperate, as it cannot be repaired, and fo that 
© the Parliament parts in Diſgrace with the King, and 
© the King in Diſtaſte with the Parliament, which 
© cannot but weaken my Reputation both at home 
© and abroad? For of this you may be affured, that 


© foreign Princes care the more one for another, if 
© they may have Reaſon to expect that they may be 


able to do them Good or Harm in n 
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tand ye know, that if a King fall to be contemned An. 


« with his Neighbours, that cannot but bring an Op- 
* preflion and War by them upon him, and then 
will it be too late to ſupport the King, when the 
Cure is almoſt deſperate. Things, foreſeen and 
« prevented, are ever caſlieft remedied; and there- 
fore I would adviſe you now ſo to ſettle your Buſi- 
© neſs, as ye may not take in Hand ſo many Things 
at once, as may both croſs my Errand, and every 
© one of them croſs another. Ye remember the 
French Proverb, Qui trop embraſſe, rien eſtreint : 
« We are not in this Parliament to make our Teſta- 
© ment, as if we ſhould never meet again, and that 
© all Things that were to be done in any Parliament, 
were to be done at this Time: And yet, for filling 
© up of your vacant Hours, I will recommend to 


your Conſideration ſuch Nature of Things as 


© are to be eſpecially thought upon in theſe I imes. 
«Firſt, I will begin at God ; for the Beginning with 
© him makes all other Actions to be bleſſed; and 
© this I mean by the Cauſe of Religion. Next, I 
© will ſpeak of ſome Things that concern the Com- 
© monwealth, And, Thirdly, Matters of Pleaſure 
and Ornament to the Kingdom. OO 

As. for Religion, we have all great Cauſe to take 
© Heed unto it; Papiſts are waxed as proud, at this 
© Time, as ever they. were, which makes many to 
think they have ſome new Plot in Hand. And, 
although the pooreft Sort of them be, God be 


* thanked, much. decreaſed, yet doth the greater 


© Sort of them daily. increaſe, eſpecially among the 
feminine Sex; nay, they are waxed ſo proud, that 
© ſome ſay no Man dare preſent them, nor Judges 
© meddle with them, they are ſo backed and upholden 
Aby divers great Courtiers. It is a ſurer and better 
Way to remove the Materials of Fire before they 
© be kindled, than to quench the Fire when once 
© it is kindled, | 

Nam levius lædit quicquid previdimus antt; 

Ido not mean by this to move you to make 
© ſtronger Laws than are already made, but ſee thoſe 
* Laws may be well executed that are in Force; 
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An. 7 James 1. otherwiſe, they cannot but fall into Contempt, and

become ruſty. I never found, that Blood and too 
much Severity did good in Matters of Religion; 
© for, beſides it being a ſure Rule in Divini.y, That 
© God never loves to plant his Church by Violence 
© and Bloodſhed, natural Reaſon may even perſuade 
© us, and daily Experience proves it true, That when 
© Men are ſeverely perſecuted for Religion, the Gal- 
© lantneſs of many Men's Spirits, and the Wilfulneſs 
of their Humours, rather than the Juſtneſs of the 
« Cauſe, makes them to take a Pride boldly to en- 
© dure any Torments, or Death itſelf, to gain there · 
© by the Reputation of Martyrdom, though but in a 
© falſe Shadow. 

© Some Doubts have been conceived anent the 
< Uſing of the Oath of Allegiance ; and that Part 
© of the Act, which ordains the taking thereof, is 
thought ſo obſcure, that no Man can tell who 
© ought to be preſſed therewith. For I myſelf, when 
© upon a Time [ called the Judges before me, at their 
going to their Circuits, I moved this Queſtion unto 
© them; wherein, as I thought, they could not reſo- 
< lutely anſwer me: And therefore, if there be any 
© Scruple, touching the Miniſtring of it, I would wiſh 
© it now to be cleared. And ſince I have, with my 
< own Pen, brought the Pope's Quarrel upon me, and 
« proclaimed public Defiance to Babylon in maintain- 
ing it; ſhould it now fleep, and ſhould J ſeem, as it 
< were, to fteal from it again? | 

© As for Recufants ; let them be all duly preſented 
© without Exception: For, in Times paſt, there bath 
been too great a Connivance and forbearing of 
© them, eſpecially of great Men's Wives, and their 
© Kin, and Followers. None ought to be ſpared 
from being brought under the Danger of Law, and 
© then it is my Pait to uſe Mercy, as I think conve- 
'© nient. To wink at Faults, and not to ſuffer them 
© to be diſcovered, is no Honour nor Mercy in a 
King, neither is he ever thanked for it; it only ar- 
< pves his Dulneſs: But to 1 * Faults after they 
© are confeſſed, or tried, is Mercy. And now, I 
© muſt turn me in this Caſe to you, my Lords, the

careful than you have been, that your Officers may 
more duly preſent Recuſants than heretofore they

© either upon Diſcontent, or Practice, or elſe upon a

For the former Sort, I pity them; but if they be 
good and quiet Subjects, I hate not their Perſons ; 


and, if I were a private Man, I could well keep a 


„civil Friendſhip and Converſation - with ſome of 
© them: But as for thoſe Apoſtates, who, I know, 
© muſt be greateſt Haters of their own Sect, 1 confeſs 
can never ſhew any favourable Countenance to- 
* wards them, and they may all of them be ſure, with-

Accompanied: alſo with ſuch Arrogancy and Injuſtice, 
not only to the denying of ſo unqueſtionable a Right, 
but uſurping upon the ſame; and in Proſecution of 
that Injury without any Provocation, ſeeking out

neſs, turned the Shame thereof upon the Heads of

After this long Patience of the Commmonwealth 
of England, and after theſe high Injuries and Provo- 
cations thus forced upon them, the Succeſs at Sea 
not anſwering Expectation, it pleaſed the States- 
General to ſend another Ambaſſador Extraordinary 
to the Parliament; who, as the former Ambaſſadors, 
a little before his coming had done, laboured to ex- 
cuſe their Superiors from having any Intention, or 
giving any Inſtruction, to warrant this Dealing; 
which, notwithſtanding the Preparations; the re- 
turning from another Courſe, and ſeeking out the 
Parliament's Ships in their own Roads, and there 
falling upon them without the leaſt Provocation, as 


before is mentioned, was yet by the Ambaſſador cal- 


led an Accident, anda Thing done by mere Chance ;

Fact, bearing in itſelf. part of the Proof thereof, by 
the Fleet under the Command . of Trump, coming 
purpoſely into the Road of England unto their Fleet, 
and the reſt thereof being atteſted, not only by ma- 
Eye-witneſſes, Engliſhmen, but. alſo by divers 
ficers, and others of the Netherlands taken in the

denied any Reſpect or Accommodation, nor uſed, 
during their Abode here, as the public Miniſters of 
this Commonwealth had been in the United Provin- 
ces: And by this Departure they were pleaſed to 
put a Period both to the one and the other Treaty. 
At their laſt Audience in Parliament, much was 
recited of the ſame Matter contained in their former 

Papers ; and as to that which they then urged con- 

cerning Acts of Hoſtility not looked for, neither at 

any Time before declared; and that their Ships, 
brought into the Ports of England, and there de- 
tained of late againſt their Thought, and before any 

Declaration of Hoſtility iſſued out, and whereof the 

Commanders are unware and guiltleſs, having not 

given the leaft, nor to Nobody, Occaſion of Diſputes

6 U Tueſday the 18th of May, 1652, in 


the Morning, General Blake being gone to 


the Weſtward as far as Rye Bay, eight Days before, 
with 12 or 13 Ships, leaving Major Bourn in the 
Downs with eight Ships only, there appeared on the 
Backſide of the Goodwin a Holland Fleet of Men of 
War, conſiſting of 42 Ships, one whereof had a Flag 
on the Main-topmaſt-head, the reſt Jacks and An-

the Downs, whereupon Major Bourn ſent out the

Ciſed there by the Power of a few ill Men, which, at 
that Time, had ſpread itſelf. over this Kingdom; 
and therefore we had no Reaſon to expect that we 
mould, at this Seaſon, when we are doing all we 
can to wipe out the Memory of all that hath been 
done amiſs by other Men, and, we thank God, have 
wiped it out of our own Remembrance, have been 
ourſelf aſſaulted with thoſe Reproaches, which we 
will likewiſe forget. | 4 
Since the printing this Declaration, ſeveral ſedi- 
tious Pamphlets and Queries have been publiſhed and 
ſcattered abroad, to infuſe Diſlike and Jealouſies in- 
to the Hearts of the People, and of the Army; and 
ſome, who ought rather to have repented the former 
Miſchief they have wrought, than to have endea- 
voured to improye it, have had the. Hardineſs to pub- 
liſh, That the Doctrine of the Church, againſt which 
no Man with whom we have conferred hath except- 
ed, ought to be reformed as well as the Diſcipline. 
This oyer-paffionate and turbulent Way of pro- 
geeding, and the Impatience we find in many for 
ſome ſpeedy Determination in theſe Matters, where- 
by the Minds of Men may be compoſed, and the 
Peace of the Church eſtabliſhed, hath prevailed with 
us to invert the Method we had propoſed to ourſelf, 
and even, in order to the better calling and compo- 
ſing of a Synod (which the preſent 3 will 
hardly agree upon) by the Aſſiſtance ot God's bleſſed 
Spirit, which we daily invoke and ſupplicate, to give 
ſome Determination ourſelf to the Matters in Diffe- 
rence, until ſuch a Synod may be called as may, 
Without Paſſion or Prejudice, give us ſuch farther 
"Afiftance towards a pertect Union of Affections, 33

by ſndings upon the full Conference we have had 
with the learned Men of ſeveral Perſuaſions, that 
the Miſchiefs, under which both the Church and 
State do at preſent ſuffer, do not reſult from any 
formed Doctrine or Concluſion which either Party 
maintains or avows; but from the Paſſion, Appetite, 
and Intereſt of particular Perſons, who contract 


greater Prejudice to each other from thoſe Aﬀec. 


tions, than would naturally riſe from their Opinions; 
and thoſe Diftempers muſt be in ſome Degree al- 
layed, before the meeting in a Synod can he attended 
with befter Succeſs than their meeting in other 
Places, and their Difcourſes in Pulpits have hitherto 
been; and till all 1 houghts of Victory are laid aſide, 
the humble and neceſſary Thoughts for the Vindi- 
cation of Truth cannot be enough entertained. 


We muſt, for the Honour of all thoſe of either | 


perſuaſion with whom we have conferred, declare, 
That the Profeſſions and Deſires of all, for the Ad» 
vancement- of Piety and true Godlineſs, are the 
fame ; their Profeſſions of Zeal for the Peace of the 
Church, the ſame ; of Affection and Duty to ys, the 
fame; They all approve Epiſcopacy ; they all ap- 
prove a ſet 5 orm of Liturgy; and they all diſapprove 
and diſlike the Sin of Sacrilege, and the Alienation 
of the Revenue of the Church. And if upon theſe 


excellent Foundations, in Submiſſion to which there

We need not profeſs the high Affection and 
Efteem we have for the Church ot England, as it is 
eſtabliſhed by Law, the Reverenceto which hath ſup- 
ported us, with God's Bleſſing, againſt many Temp- 
tations ; nor do we think that Reverence in the leaſt 


Degree diminiſhed by our Condeſcentions, not pe-

which, however introduce by the Piety, Devo- 


tion, and Order of former Times, may not be ſo 


agreeable to the preſent; but may even leſſen that 
Piety and Devotion, for the Improvement whereof 
they might haply be firſt introduced, and conſe- 
quently may well be diſpenſed with; And we hape, 
this charitable Compliance of ours will diſpoſe the 
Minds of all Men to a chearful Sudmiſſon to that 
Authority, the Preſervation whereof is ſo neceſſaty 
for the Unity and Peace of the Church, and that 
they will acknowledge the Support of the Epiſcopal 
Authority to be the beſt Support of Religion, by 
being the beſt Means to contain the Minds of Men 
within the Rules of Government.

Albeit, asto Excommunication, our Wiil and Plea- 
ſure is, That no Chancellor, Commiſſary, or Offi- 
cial, ſhall decree any Sentence of Excommunication 
or Abſolution, or be Judges in thoſe Things wherein 
any of the Miniſtry are concerned, as is aforeſaid. 
Nor ſhall the Archdeacon exeiciſe any Juriſdiction 
without the Advice and Aſſiſtance of ſix Miniſters of 
his Archdeaconry, whereof three to be nominated 
by the Biſhop, and three by the Election of the ma - 
jor Part of the Preſbyters within the Archdeaconry.

no more, but that we have. the more Eſteem of all, 
and Reverence for many af them, by having been 
preſent in many of thoſe Churches where they ave 


moſt aboliſhed and diſoountenanced: And it cannot 


be doubted but that, as he Laiuerſal Church cannot 
introduce one Ceremony in the Worſbip af Gog, 


that is 'contrary 20 God's Word expreſſed in the 


Scripture, ſo every National Church, with the Appro- 
bation and Conſent of the Sovereign Power, may, 
and hath always introduced fuch particular Cereme- 
nies, as, in that Conjuncture of Time, are thought 
moſt proper for Edification, and the neceſſary Im- 
provement of Piety and Devotion in the People, 
tho the neceflary Fractice thereof cannot be dedu- 
ced from Scripture: And that which before was, 
and · in ĩtſelf is, indifferent, ceaſes to be indifferent af- 
ter it is once eſtabliſhed by Law; and therefore our 


preſent Conſideration and Work is, to: gratiſy the 


private Conſciences of thoſe who are gyieved with 
the Uſe of ſome Ceremonies by indulging to, and 
diſpenſing with their omitting thoſe Ceremonies, 
not-utterly 'to-aboliſh any which are eſtabliſhed by 
Lau, (if 8 are practiſed contrary to Law, the

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which is otherwiſe provided for. As it could not be 
reaſonable that Men ſhould expect that we ſhould 
ourſelf decline, or enjoin others to do fo, to receive 
the bleſſed Sacrament upon our Knees, which, in 


our Conſcience, is the moſt humble, moſt devout, 


and moſt agreeable Poſture for that holy Duty, be- 


cauſe ſome other Men, upon Reaſons beſt, if not 


only known to themſelves, chuſe rather to do it ſit- 
ting or ſtanding. We ſhall leave all Deciſions and 
Determinations of that Kind, if they ſhall be thought 
neceſſary for a perfect and entire Unity and Unifor- 
mity throughout the Nation, to the Advice of a Na- 
tional Synod, which ſhall be duly called, after a lit · 


tile Time and a mutual Converſation between Per- 
fons of different Perſuaſions hath mollified thoſe 


Diſtempers, abated «thoſe Sharpneſſes, and extin- 
guiſhed thoſe Jealouſies which make Men unfit: for 
thoſe - Conſultations. ' And upon ſuch Advice we 
ſhall uſe our beſt Endeavour that ſuch Laws may be 


eſtabliſhed, as may beft provide for the Peace of the 


Church and State. Provided, Fhat none ſhall be de- 


nied the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, though 
they do not uſe the Geſture of Kneeling: in the Act 


of Receiving. { - 


In the mean Time, out of Compaſſion and 


Compliance towards thoſe who would forbear the 
Croſs in Baptiſm, we are content that no Man 
ſhall be compelled to uſe the ſame, or fuffer for not 
doing it: But if any Parent defires to have his Child 


chriſtened according to the Form uſed, - and the 


Miniſter will not uſe the Sign, it ſha!) be lawful for 
that Parent to procure another Miniſter to do it; 
and if the proper Miniſter ſhall refuſe to omit that 


Ceremony of the Croſs, it ſhall be lawful for the 
Parent, who would not have his Child fo baptized, 


to procure another Miniſter to do it, who will do 


ũt according to his Deſire. 


No Man ſhall be compelled to bow at the Name 
of Jeſus, or ſuffer in any Degree for not doing it, 


without reproaching thoſe who, out of their Devo- 


tion, continue that antient Ceremony of the * 
© For 
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that all Men be left to their Liberty to do as they 


ſhall think fit, without ſuffering in the leaſt Degree Wos 


for wearing or not wearing it. Provided, that this 
Liberty does not extend to our own Chapel, Cathe- 
dral, or Collegiate Churches, or to any College in 
either of our Univerſities ; but that the ſeveral Sta- 
tutes and Cuſtoms for the Uſe thereof in the ſaid Pla- 
ces, be there obſerved as formerly, ' © 
And becauſe ſome Men, otherwiſe pious and 
learned, ſay they cannot conform unto the Subſcrip- 
tion required by the Canon, nor take the Oath of 
Canonical Obedience, we are content, and it is our 
Will and Pleaſure, (ſo they take the Oaths of Alle- 


giance and Supremacy) that they ſhall receive Or- 


dination, Inftitution, and Induction, and ſhall be per- 
mitted to exerciſe their Function, and to enjoy 
the Profits of their Livings, without the ſaid Sub- 
ſcription or Oath of Canonical Obedience. And 
moreover, That no Perſons in the Univerſities ſhall, 
for the Want of ſuch Subſeription, be hindered in 
the taking of their Degrees. Laſtly, That none be 
judged to forfeit his Preſentation or Benefice, or be 
deprived of it, upon the Statute of the 13th of Queen 
Elizabeth, Chap. 12. ſo he read and declare his Aſ- 
ſent to all the Articles of Religion, which only con- 
cern the Confeſſion of the true Chriſtian Faith, and 
the Doctrine of the Sacraments, compriſed in the 
Book of Articles, in the faid Statute mentioned. In 
a Word; we do again renew what we have former- 
ly ſaid in our Declaration from Breda, for the Liber- 
ty of tender Conſciences, That no Man ſhall be diſ- 
quieted or called in Queſtion for Differences of Opi- 
nion in Matters of Religion, which do not diſturb 
the Peace of the Kingdom; and if any have been 
diſturbed in that Kind ſince our Arrival here, it hath 
not praceeded from any Direction of ours. 


To conclude, and in this Place to explain what 


we mentioned before, and ſaid in our Letter to the 


Houſe of Commons from Breda, That we hoped, in 
due Time, ourſelf to propoſe ſomewhat for the Pro-

tion at home, and given ſuch Offence to the Prote- 
ſtant Churches abroad, and brought ſuch Reproach 
upon the Proteſtant Religion in general, from the 


Enemies thereof, as if, upon obſcure Notions of 
Faith and Fancy, it did admit the Practice of Chri- 


ſtian Duties and Obedience to be diſcountenanced 
and ſuſpended, and introduce a Licence in Opinions 
and Manners, to the Prejudice of the Chriſtian Faith. 
And let us all endeavour, and emulate each other in 


thoſe Endeavours, to countenance and advance the 
Proteſtant Religion abroad, which will be beſt done 


by ſupporting the Dignity and Neverence due to the 
beſt Reformed Proteſtant Church at home; and 
which, being once freed from the Calumnies and 
Reproaches it hath undergone from theſe late il! 
Times, will be the beſt Shelter for thoſe abroad, 
which will, by that Countenance, both be the bet- 
ter protected againft their Enemies, and be the more 


. eaſily induced to compoſe the Differences amongſt 


themſelves, which give their Enemies more advan- 
| againſt them. And we hope and expect, that 
all Men will henceforward forbear to vent any ſuch 
Doctrine in the Pulpit, or to endeavour to work in 


- ſuch Manner upon the AﬀeQRions of the People, as 


may diſpoſe them to an ill Opinion of us and the

*And though the Parliament ſummoned by the 
King's Writs be called his Parliament, yet his Death 
doth no more vacate it, being eſtabliſhed by Law, 
than it doth other Laws by the ſame King made, 
which are moſt properly called his Laws, becauſe 
enacted with his perſonal Conſent ; and yet we know 
that they are not ſo his, but that that they are alſo the 
Laws of his Succeſſors, and are ſo commonly called.

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ſons, in Truſt for the Execution of his Will or 
Deed, whoſe joint Power, being expreſſed in the ſaid 
Will or Deed, neceſſarily fails upon the Death of any 


one of them, becauſe jointly and not ſeverally in- 
truſted. 


But with a Parliament, Who have voluntarily en- 
gaged themſelves, upon a Truſt and Credit received 
from the People for their Security, with the Conſent 
of the King, making a Law to preſerve their Seſſion, 


and eftabliſh their eown Authority againſt all Means 


of their untimely Diſſolution, ili they had bonourably 
diſcharged their Truſt, and given Security and Satis- 
faction to thoſe that gave them Credit: Which no- 
thing concerns any Power or Authority to be given 
to others, whether three or more Perſons, according 
to Ms. Prynne's Inftance, to be executed jointly, 
wherein a Failure may be through any one of their 
Deaths. 

But becauſe there ſeems ſomething ſtill to be 
unanſwered to this Objection, in reference to the 
conjunctive Power of the Parliament conſiſting of 
Fhree Eftates; therefore this alſo is fully reſolved, m 
the following Anſwer, to what Mr. Prynne inti- 
mates concerning the King's being a Part of the Par- 
hament, who ſaith, That becauſe the King is a Part 
of the Parliament, therefore, if the King dies, the 
Parliament muſt needs be diſſolved. 

To which I anſwer, That the King is rather a 
Part of the Parliament in his politic, than in his per- 
ſonal, Capacity; which is always ſubject to Death, 
but his politic, never. With this agrees that famous 
Lawyer dir Edward Coke, (ſee the third Part of his 
Inſtitutes, Chap. 1.) where, ſpeaking of the High 
Court of Parliament, andof what Perſons it conſiſt- 
eth, faith, in the firſt Place, and in expreſs Words, 


That it conſiſts of the King's Mojeſty fitting there, 


as in his Royal Politic Capacity, &c. And if ſo, 


then the Parliament dies not in all Caſes when the 
. King dies: And if this holds good in any Caſe, then 
- ſurely in Caſe of an Act to that Purpoſe ; for though 

his Perſon be dead, yet his Royal Authority lives, 


: as 
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as is ſufficiently evident by the Force and Authority An. 12 Car, II. 


of all our Laws, till repealed by Act of Parliament. 
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« But beſides, it may thus farther be argued clearly, "quo. 


The Members of the two Houſes of Parliament, 


tho' many of them die, (as oft-times it comes to 
paſs, and 'tis poſſible they may all die by Degrees 
before the Parliament riſe) yet the Parliament is net 
diſſolved, becauſe they are not now the very ſame 
individual Perſons that were choſen firft by the 
King's Writs of Summons. * Tis ſufficient that there 
have been new Writs iſſued forth from that Houſe, 
or Eſtate of Parliament. whereof they were Mem- 
bers, whereby new Elections, &c. have been made, 
and ſo other Members returned to ſupply the Places 
of the dead ones. And if this be good in the Caſe 
of the two Houſes of Parliament, &c. which no Man 


that underſtands Law, and the Ufage of Parliaments 
will deny; then it is much more good in the Caſe 


of the King's Majeſty's Perſon, whoſe Royal Eftate 
and Authority is ſo evident, that it is a declared, un- 


deniable Maxim in our Laws, He never dies. So 


that what new Writs do legally, for Supply of the 
Places of the dead Members, to continue the Eſtate 
and Authority of the two Houſes of Parliament, 
that, and much more eminently, the King's imme- 
diate Succeſhon to the Crown, after his Father's or 
Predecſſor's Death, doth do, by virtue of his Royal 
Birth-right and Title of Inheritance. There bein 

this grand Difference between Members of Parlia- 


ment dying, and the King; they ſo die that their 


Authority cannot be revived but — new Elections, 
or Writs of Summons; but the King ſo dies, that 


his Authority ſtill lives by immediate Succeſſion. 


Whence it is, that the Royal Seat is never vacant, 


that there ſhould be a Failure to make good the 


Royal Actions of the Predeceſſor. And thus the 


Third Eftate in Parliament, always living, the joint 


Power flill continues; and ſo there is no Neceſſity 


the Parliament ſhould diſſolve, (as Mr. Prynne af- 


firms) due Circumſtances and Actions being weigh'd, 


and the Neceſſities of the Kingdom well conſidered. 


- .* Fifthly, 
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ſaid, Mr. Prynne's fifth and laſt Argument muſt needs 
be out of Doors, which is this, That becauſe the End 
of Parliaments is to ena new Laws, and repeal others, 
&c. which cannet be done but by the King's 4/jent ; 
and this Parliament being to be diſſolved by an Act, and 
an At} being now impoſſible to be made by that King 
fer the Diſſolution of it, he being dead; therefore his 
Death muſt needs di ſſolue the Parliament notwith- 
landing this AF. 

© I anſwer in the Negative, In nowiſe ; for tho 


he be dead, as aforeſaid, in his perſonal, (which Mr, 


Prynne ſeems to anſwer too weakly in his following 
Objection) yet not in his politic Capacity: And 
therefore, if the dead King cannot enact Laws by 
the Parliament, yet his Succeffor can, who comes to 


the Crown immediately after his Father's Death. 


And, as hath been ſhewed, it is nowiſe inconve- 
nient, but may many Ways be advantageous to the 


Public, That, ſhould the King chance anywiſe to 
be untimely taken away, the Parliament ſhould con- 


tinue after the King's Death ; whoſe Death, if it 
ſhould neceſſarily (as Mr. Prynne affirms) diſſolve 


the Parliament, ſo untimely a Diffolution, as the 


Caſe might ſtand, might prove very dangerous and 
pernicious to the Kingdom. 

© Beſides, the Act doth not limit the Parliament's 
Diſſolution as jawful only, if it be done by an A& 
of that King then living, when the Act was made; 
but, in general, it limits it to an Act of Parliament, 


chat it ſhall not be diſſolved but by an Act of Parla- 


ment. And why the Predeceſſor's Authority and 
Conſent ſhould not be as binding to his Succeſſor in 
this Caſe, till ſo diſſolved, as in Caſe of any other 
Law made with his Conſent, I would very gladly 
know a ſolid Reaſon for it; ſeeing; that, to all Intents 


and Purpoſes, an Act for Confirmation, of Diſſolu- 


tion, may be as virtual and efficacious, without any 
P ejudice, by the Conſent and Authority of the Suc- 


 ceflor, as of the Father. | 


« Andfutther, the Act is alſohereinexpreſs, That by 


no other Way or Means, but by an Act of Partiament,

« S:xthly, As to what may be objected concerning 
the Diſſolution of this Parliament by an Act, when 
the ſecluded Members were lately admitted; the 
Argument is fo weak, that I thought wholly to have 
omitted the leaſt Mention of it; yet, in regard it is 
objected by ſome, who ſeem to receive Satisfaction 


by it, and there to acquieſce, I ſhall give this Anſwer 


in brief to it : 

« Fir/t, That, at the beſt, that was but an Act, ſo 
called, of the Houſe of Commons; and ſo, conſe- 
quently, far ſhort of the Authority of an Act of Par- 
liament, or any legal Pretence of it, which only 
conſiſts of King, Lords, and Commons; and there- 
fore, by any ſuch appellative AR, this Parliament 
can nowiſe be diſſolveable. | 

And further, The utmoſt Authority that the 
Houſe of Commons hath given them by the foreſaid 
AR, for the Continuation of this Parliament till

© And here it is worth the obſerving, (before I

in their Judgments and Conſciences, there was Need 
of an Act to diſſolve the Parliament; And therefore, 
by this Act of theirs, they did implicitly grant, that, 
before the pas of the ſaid AR, the Parliament 


was not then diſſolved; and ſo, conſequently, did ac- 


knowledge it not to be diſſolved by the King's 
Death, which' happened many Years before : And, 
if not diſſolved by the King's Death, then much leſs 
by the ſaid Act of the Houſe of Commons, which 
carries not the leaſt Shadow of legal Authority with

«* But becauſe ſome do object. That, in regard the 
Lords Spiritual, to wit, the Biſhops, were outed the 
Houſe of Pecrs before the paſſing this Act for Con- 
tinuation ot the Parliament, whereby their Votes 
and Conſcnts were never had in the Caſe, that there- 
fore it was an illegal Act, and fo fell void in itſelf; 
I anſwer briefly, That the Abbots and Priors 
(twenty- nine in Number, who were formerly Lords 
of Parliament, and held per Baroniam from the 
King, and had their Seats and Votes in the Houſe 
of Peers, as well as the Temporal Lords) were diſ- 


ſolved in the Reign of King Henry VIII. and yet 


t )all the Parliaments ſince, with all their Acts, have 
been held for legal and authentic, without the leaſt 
Queſtion or Contradiction of their Authority; and 
therefore it is as little to be ſcrupled here, in our pre- 


ſent Caſe, which is the ſame, the Biſhops Privilege 


and Right to ſit in Parliament being alſo null and 
made void, as well as theirs, by Act of Parliament. 
Whereunto much more might here be ſaid to this 
Purpoſe, but that I would not be tedious.

And as to the Profit concerning paſſing of pri- 
vate Bills, as it is paid by the Clerks, ſo it is check-

for Heaven ; ; to which Purpoſe he deſired me to pray 
with him: I told him the Church had appointed an 
Office at the Viſitation of the Sick, and I muſt uſe 
that; and he ſaid, Tes, he chiefly deſired the Prayers 
of the Church, wherein he joined with great Fer- 
vency and Devotion. After Prayers he deſired Ab- 
ſolution; I told him I was ready and willing to pro- 


-nounce it, but he muſt firſt come to a Chriſtian 


Confellion and Contrition for the Sins and Failings 
of his Life. Well, Sir, ſaid he, then inſtruct me to 
my Duty. 1 defired him to examine his Life by the 
Ten Commandments, and. wherein he found his 
Failings, to fly to the Goſpel for Mercy. Then I 
read the Ten Commandments to him in Order, 


- mentioning the principal Sins againſt each Com- 
mandment. To paſs by other | hings, (under the 


Seal of the Office) when I came to the fifth Com- 


mandment, and remembered him, That Diſobe- 


pience, Rebellion, and Schiſm, were the great Sins 
againſt this Commandment, Yes, Sir, ſaid he, there's 
my Trouble; my Diſobedience, not to my natural Pa- 
rents, but againſt the Pater Patriæ, our deceaſed So- 
vereign. I confeſs, with Saul, J held ther Cloaths 
whilſt they murdered him; but herein I was not ſo crim- 
inal as Saul was, for, God thou knoweſt, I never con- 
ſented to his Death; I ever prayed and endeavoured 


what I could againſt it, but I did too much, God for- 
give me | I then deſired him to deal freely and openly 
in that Buſinets, and if he knew avy of thoſe Vil- 


Jains that plotted or contrived that horrid Murder, 
who were not yet detected, he would now diſcover 
them. He antweied, He was a Stranger to bat Ba- 


Hencſi 
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fineſs, his Soul never entered into that Secret; but wha? 
concerns myſelf, ſaid he, I will confeſs freely. Three 
Things are eſpecially laid to my Charge, wherein, in- 
deed, I am too guilty : That I went from the Parlia- 
ment to the Army; that 1 propoſed the bloody Qneſtion 
fer trying the King; and that I ſat after the King's 
Death, To the firſt I gave this Anſwer, That Crom- 
well, and his Agents, deceived a wiſer Man than my- 
ſelf, that excellent King, and then might well deceive 
me alſo, as they did. I knew the Preſbyterians would 


. never reſlore the King to his juſt Rights, as thoſe Men 


fore they would. For the ſecond, no Excuſe can be 
made, but I have the King's Pardon, and I hope Al- 
mighty God will ſhew me his Mercy alſo ; yet, Sir, ſaid 
he, even then, when I put the Queſtion, I hoped the 
very putting the Quęſt ion would have cleared him, le- 
cauſe I believed there were four to one againfl it; but 


they deceived me alſo. To the third, I make this candid 


Confeſſion, That it was my cin Baſeneſs, Cowardice, 
and unworthy Fear, jo ſubmit my Life and Eflate to 


| the Mercy of thoſe Men that murdered the King, that 
| hurried me on againſt my own Conſcience to act with 


them; yet then I thought alſo I might do ſome Good, 
and hinder ſome Ill. Something I did for the Church 
and the Univerſities; ſomething for the King when [ 
broke the Oath of Abjuration, as Sir O. B. and your- 
Self knaw; ſomething for his Return alſo tco, as my Lord 
G. M. J. T. and yourſelf, know But the IU I did 
over-weighed the little Good I would have done. God 
forgive me for this alſo. After this I remembered him, 
That the Fathers of the Church had alſo been mur- 
dered and ruined, and aſked, Whether he had any. 
Hand, or gave any Conſent therein? He anſwered, 
No; for I always did believe That was the primitive 
and beſt Government of the Church; and ſaid, I die 
a dutiful Son of the Church of England, as it was eſta- 
bliſhed before thoſe Times; for I have not ſeen the Al- 
teration of the Liturgy, After this Office, wherein, 
indeed, he ſhewed himſelf a very hearty Penitent, he 
again defired the Abſolution of the Church, which

count of the Arrival of the Earl of Shafteſbury, and bury's Life and 


Waller, with others of that Cabal, now ftigmatized 
with the Name of the Rump of the Aſſociation, or 
Proteſtant Plotters; and I am alſo to thank you for 
the printed Verſes you ſent me : But as to what you 
deſire touching my giving you a Character of Shafteſ- 
bury, Maller, Ferguſon, and others, now reſiding in 
your City, I do aſſure you that I am very uncapable.

the Parliament then in Rebellion againſt the King;

and there he ſtaid no longer than he found the Par- 
liament in Proſperity and Power againſt the Inſolen- 
cies of their own Army. Then did this Sir Anthony 
Aſbley Cooper (for fo was then his Character) quit his. 
Maſter's Intereſt, and joined with the Army and Crom- 
well to deſtroy the Parliament, and ſet up a Protector; 
and then his next Deſign was to marry with a Daugh- 
ter of Cromwell, and to be one of Cromwell's Coun- 
eil: The latter he obtained, but not the Daughter, 
This incenſed Sir Anthony, and then he joined with 
the Cabals againſt the Protector, and was revenged on 
the Protector's Son, Richard Cromwell. The next De- 
ſign he had was to join with the Rump Parliament and 
Committee of Safety, and was a chief Leveller a- 
mongſt Lambert's Party. And, laſtly, finding that the 
Heavens began to frown on the rebellious Parties in 


England, and that he, diſcovering that General Monke 


was marching up for London with his Army, againſt 
the Rump Parliament, he, like a crafty Politician, 
early thruſt himſelf into the Deſigns of General Monłe, 
reſtoring to England their lawful King, whoſe Right 
it was to reign. Here might you find Sir Anthony ve- 
ry highly engaged againſt the City of London, coun- 
felling General Monte to march his whole Army into 
London, and to quarter them there until they had pul- 
led off the Gates of the City, and impriſoning ſuch of 
the Aldermen and Magiſtrates of the City, until they 
had ſigned to ſuch arbitrary Conditions as Monte pro- 
poſed to them; all which, in thoſe Days, were no 
Crime in Sir Anthony Aſpley Cooper, although now its 
thought a Crime for to have the City governed by 
Law, and the very Laws of the Land. 
Iln the next Scene that Sir Anthony was acting a 
Part in, was his ſitting as a Judge at the Old Bath, 
hanging, drawing, and quartering his old Maſters 
and Comrades, for the Treaſons that he himſelf had 
a Part in: And now is Sir Anthony made a Baron of 
England, Chancellor of the Exchequer, and become 
an humble Servant of the King's : But here his Am- 
bition would not ſtick, for he muſt be an Earl, and 
haye the King's Bounty both in Grants of Lands, aud 
na 
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no leſs than 10,0001. at a Time given him out of the 7 
Treaſury, Here might you ſee Shafteſbury in all Ca- 
bals, and a chief Contriver in that Cabal where the 
five firſt Letters of their Names ſpelt Cabal. In this 
Cabal he could not reſt, but muſt have a new Deſign 
there; muſt be at War with Holland, and then there 
was Hopes that he might riſe to be a Treaſurer of 
England. Here he craftily perſuaded the King to ſhut 
up the Exchequer, and other Counſels were given 
now, by ſad Experience, prejudicial to the King and 
Kingdom, as ſhutting up the Exchequer, breaking 
the League, and ſeizing the * # # # # # ® ® Ka). 
And at this Day might you have heard Shafteſbury, 
in Parliament, adviſing the King and his great Coun- 
cil-to proſecute ſuch a War againſt Holland as might 
level that proud, rebellious City of Amſterdam, (as he 
termed it) even with that of Carthage, Delenda eſt 
Carthago; a moſt unchriſtian-like Expreſſion, they 
being a Proteſtant City and Government. And here 
give me Leave to obſerve to you, that it is very re- 
markable that it is a great Judgment of God upon 
Shafteſbury, that he is now forced to fly to this Car- 
thage for a merciful Protection. 3 
But to return to his Lordſhip; He then finding 
that Peace was made between his Majeſty and the 
States General of the United Provinces, and that he 
had miſſed the Treaſurer's Place, he then, with 
others of his Cabal, over- perſuaded the King to diſ- 
ſolve a loyal Parliament, and then all the trouble- 
| ſome Spirits of the Nation might make up a Deſign 
with his Lordſhip, in Parliament, to ſubvert the 
Government and Religion, if poffible.

c OUR Letter of the 15th of January laſt, in 
I which you ſent me a brief Character of the 
Earl of Shafteſbury, Sir William Waller, and Mr. 
| Ferguſon, came not to my Hands until the very Day 
that the Earl of Shafteſbury died; yet I have made 
Uſe of it by giving Copies of it to ſome of our Ma- 
giſtrates, and alſo to ſome of the preaching Miniſters 
of our Church, who, believing his Lordſhip to be 
ſuch a Sort of a Chriſtian as you have painted him 
out to be, are very glad that Providence hath rid 
them of ſo ill a Gueſt, as he might have proved to be 
to their Government; fearing that his bad Principles 
might, in Time, have poiſoned the giddy Mobile of 
Amſterdam, as it hath done in England. I hope his 
Death will diſperſe the ſmall inconſiderable * 
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had Wich him in our City. When his Lordſhip f 
came to Amſtirdam, his Agents, Mr. Ferguſon," 
5 Iſcael Hayes, and others, endeavoured to n us of 
that there were ſeveral Noblemen, and above 200 
rich Merchants of London, that were all deſigned to 
quit England, and, if poſſible, make themſelves - 
Burghers of our City; all which proves very falſe, 
for y find that theſe great Numbers of rich Noblemen * 
and Merchants ate ſummed up in a Bankrupt Knight, 
a ſcandalous Scots Independent Parſons formerly a 
Teacher cf the Browni/ts Church in Amſterdam, and 
about five or fix miſerable poor Printers and Book- 
ſellers, who, now the Earl is dead, muſt either live 
on the.

miſerably in a broken Coffey-Man's Houſe, . one of 
the Elders of the Brownifts Church. I will ſay no 7 
more, but wiſh that all the Enemies of your King, 
- and our States, and the Prince of Orange, may make 
no more honourable a Fiat than this __ at Peer = 
of err hath done.
